It  is  wordiy   of  remark  that  although 
money  is  frequently  becpieathed  to  hospitals, 
asylums  and  religious  orders  in  this  country, 
no  bequests  are  ever  made  for  the  aid  or 
creation  of  schools  and  colleges.     So  far  as 
we  are   informed,  tliere   is  not  a  school   in 
Brazil  established    through  private  muni- 
ficence.    And   yet,  there   is  not    one  single 
object  so   necessitons  and  so  deserving  as 
that  of  education.     At  a  rough    estimate, 
fully  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  population  of 
lirazil  can  not  read  and  write.    Schools  are 
few   in   number,  badly  equipped  and  lor 
the  most  part   supplied   with   half-trained 
teacliers.     Much  of  the  educadonal   effort 
is  left  wholly  to  private   schools,  which  for 
■  lack   of  capital    are  utterly  unable  to    meet 
the  requirements  made  upon  them.     'I'liere 
are  many  schools  of  this    character  which 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  educate  boys  and 
girls,  but   they  arc   necessarily  commercial 
ventures  and  are  compelled  to  keep  strictly 
within    the    narrow    limits   prescribed  by 
their    meagre    incomes.     We  know   of  a 
girls'  school  in  this  city  which  lor  the  excel- 
lence of  its  influence  and  instruction  has  no 
equal  in   tlie  country,    and  yet  it  is  com- 
pelled  to  crowd  nearly  a  hundred   young 
girls  into  three  atljoining  houses,  built  for 
private   residences  and  remodelled   as  cir- 
cumstances liave    permitted    into    school- 
rooms and  tlormitories.     More   than  that, 
the  grounds  attached  to   these   houses  are 
totally   inadequate  for  the  necessary   play- 
irroui'uls.     In  our   opinion  a  large  sum   ol 
money,    dedicated   to    charitable   purposes, 
could  not  be  better  placed  than  in  providing 
suitable    buildings   and,   grounds    for   diis 
very  school.     It  is  not   withoaf  jrich  and 
liberal  patrons,  but  somehow  it  never  *ccurs 
to  these  gentlemen  that  they  might  add  im- 
measurably to  tlie  health  and  refinement  of 
their   daughters    by    providing    them    with 
larger  and  pleasanter  surroundings.     There 
are  plenty  of  rich  men  here  who  could 
easily  do  this,  or  it  would   be  still  easier 
for  a  half  dozen  men  to  unite  in  establishing 
the   school    on    a  permanent  and  liberal 
basis.     Then,  too,  there  is  urgent  need  for 
several  liberally   endowed  boys'  schools— 
not  pretentious  colleges  or  universities,  but 
plain  academies   designed   to   give  a  good 
sound    education.     There   is    no    u,5e    in 
waiting  for    the  state    to  do    this,  lor   tiiere 
are  no  indications  that  it  will  ever  think  of 
such  a  thing.     Besides  that,  a  school  to  be 
really  efl'ective  must  be  free  f-,,.-n   oflicial 
control.     In  the  United  States  and  England 
millions   of    dollars   are   pven    by   private 
persons  lor  the  endowmejii  of  schools  and 


It  would  appear  that  the  new  gtrai/e  of 
the  UniJo  Telephonica   company  has  re- 
solved upon  a  number  of  very  important 
reforms,  among  which  we   regret  to  note 
that  an  honest  administration  is  not  includ- 
ed.    After  getting  rid  of  the  only  man  who 
knew  anything  about  the  technical  part  0 
the  .service,  and  then  ol  the  only  man  on 
the  board  of  directors  who  seemed  inclined 
to  pay  one  hundred  cents  to  the  dollar,  the 
new  directors  start  out  on  a  little  pot  hunt 
after  more  revenue.     Telephones  are  to  be 
put  at  the  entrances  to  all  the  public  stations 
for  general  use  at  200  reis  a  shot,  improve- 
ments are  to  be  introduced  into  the  material 
already  in  use,  subscribers  are  to  be  charged 
20$ooo  for  all  changes  made  in  the  position 
of  their  instruments,  and  a  new  list  is  to  be 
printed  for  which  notices  of  changes  will  be 
received  by  the    new  gmili-    "up  to   the 
30th  of  the  present  month."     If  Engineer 
IMirandola  Filho  waits  for  information  up 
to  the   30th  ol  February   he  will  probably 
have  an  exceptional  number  of  changes  to 
make  in  his  lirstlist  of  subscribers.  But,  aside 
from  this  not  unexpected  blunder,  what  :s  to 
be  the  result  of  these  energetic  reforms  in 
the  administralion  of  the  company  .'     If  the 
respectable   public   is   kept   waiting  at  the 
street  telephones  as  long  as  subscribers  are 
kept  waiting  in  their  offices,  it  will  probably 
flatten  its  impatient  nose  against  the  trans- 
mitter just  once,  and  then  ever  alterwards 
deliver  its  messages  in  person.     And  when 
a  subscriber  has  his  instrument  moved  hom 
one  to  another  side  of  the  room,   or  Irom 
one  room    to'  another,  and  is  then  called 
upon  to  pay  20*000  for  the  job,  he  will 
probably  disconnect  at  the  end  of  the  very 
lirst  quarter.     The   Ihet   is,   the  charges  are 
so  high  and  tlie  service  so  poor,  that  sub- 
scribers will  not    readily  consent   to  any 
further  heecing.    There  is  more  discontent 
among  subscribers  than  the  boanl  of  direc- 
tors dream  of,  and  it  will  require  very  hltle 
more  in  the  w.ay  of  imposition  to  drive  at 
least  twenty-live  per  cent,  of  them  out  of 
the  company's  list.    T'herc  are   scores  ol 
ofiices  in  this  city  where  subscribers  pos- 
itively dread  to  use  tlie  instrument  because 
of  the  delays,  the  careless  connections,  and 
the  defective    transmitting    power    of   the 
apparatus.     We  are  inclined   to  think  tliat 
the  only  way  10  bring  the  present  ilividend- 
burrowing    administration     of    the    Uniio 
Telephonica  to  its  senses  is  for  subscribers 
to  send  their  telephones  away,  and   then 
wait   for  a  new   service   which   will  in   a 
greater  measure  meet  the  busiuess  require- 
ments of  this  great  city. 


public  department  ought  to  be  permitted  to 
reissue  a  called-in  note,   no  matter  what 
time  may  ensue  before  the  call  matures. 
The  postoffice,    the  custom  house,  all  rev- 
enue tax  offices,  the  treasury,  every  public 
office,  should  be  instructed  to  receive  these 
notes  and  send  them   to  the  redemption 
bureau  for  cancellation.     Even  at  the  Caixa 
da  Amottiza9ao  they  are  reissued  —  to  say 
nothing  of  the  reissue  of  camellei  notes  to 
which  we  once  called  attention.     Then,  too, 
some  arrangement  should  be  made  with  the 
banks  for  the  redemption   of  these  notes. 
Last  December,  just  before  the  announce- 
ment was  made  that  the  time  for  receiving 
these  notes  had  been  extended  to  3  ist  March, 
we  had  occasion  to  receive  a  certain  sum  of 
money  at  one  of  the  banks  of  this  city.    To 
our  surprise,  the  paying  teller  took  a  large 
package  of  the  called-in  5*000  notes  (easily 
recognized  by  their  color)  from  a  drawer, 
and  paid  the   whole  amount  with  them. 
As  the  bank  clerks  had  apparently  separated 
these  notes  it  would  have  given  the  manager 
but  very  slight  trouble  to  send  them  over  to 
the  Caixa  da  Amortizafao,  only  a  few  steps 
distant,    for    redemption.     It  would  have 
given   less  trouble  to  the  officials  to  receive 
them  all  at  once,  than  through  the  many 
hands  occasioned  by  sending  diem  again 
into  circulation   over  the  bank's  counter 
This  act  of  the  bank  was  clearly  wrong  and 
Highly   inconsiderate,  as  it  imposed  an  an- 
noying task  on  customers  which  the  public 
has    a   right  to  expect  it  to  do  for  them. 
The  commodity    which  banks  deal    in   is 
money,   and  it  is  therefore  their  duty  to  see 
that    their   customers   always   get   a    good 
article.     And  yet,  who  ever  heard  of  a  bank 
in.  Rio  de  Janeiro  giving  itself  the  slightest 
trgfible  in  the  matter  ?    We  have  seen  notes 
so  filthy  paid  out  over  the  counters  of  these 
^anks  that  one  might  be  justified  in  refus- 
ing to  touch  them.     Even  though  it  oc- 
casion   a  little   trouble,    the    banks  should 
try  to  have  these  called-in  notes,  and  all 
filthy,  ragged  notes  exchangeil,  and  the  gov- 
ernment should  offer  tliem  special  facilities 
for  doing  so.     And  the  public,   we  repeat, 
has  a  perfect  right  to  ask  that  this  be  done. 
A  treasury  note  is  simply  a  circulating  note 
of  hand  for  which  the  tax-payer  is  respon- 
sible, and   he  has  the  right  to  exact   that 
nothing  be  permitted   to    discredit   them. 
And   as  banks    and  public    offices   enjoy 
important  ftanchises  based  upon  his  credit 
and  industry,  he  has  in   this  also  a  perfect 
riglit  to  ask  that  diey  shall  not  abuse  the 
trust  ctmfided  to  tliem,  nor  impose  unneces- 
sary burdens  upon  himself. 


recently  occurred,  without  a  single  police- 
man being  anywhere   near.     It  is  not  so 
many  years  ago  when  thefts  were  principally 
confined  to  what  is  called  "sneak-thieving'' 
—a  criminal  occupation  requiring  no  great 
amount    of   courage    and    skill.     House- 
breaking   was   of  rare   occurrence.     There 
was  much  assassination  of  course,   perliaps 
more  than   occurs  now.     There  has  been, 
however,  a  steady  increase  in  the  crime  of 
burglary,  which  is  not  infrequently  attended 
by  no  mean  display  of  courage  and  skill. 
Recently,    too,  there  appears  to  be  some- 
thing of  a  revival  of  those  acts  of  violence 
which  gave  the  streets  of  Rio  so  unsavory  a 
reputation  a  quarter  century  ago.     What, 
now,  are  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  to  do  ? 
In  view  of  the  small   number  of  policemen 
employed,    and  of  their  lack  of  vigilance, 
and  in  view  of  the  slow  and  cumbersome 
judicial  processes  employed,  what  confidence 
can  they  feel  as  to  the  safety  of  themselves 
and  their  property  ?    There  appears  to  be  no 
intention  to  increase  the  police  force,  and 
no  purpose  to  create  summary  police  courts 
for  the  prompt  trial  of  these  rapidly  increas- 
ing crimes.     And  there  is  a  decided  dis- 
inclination to  permit  merchants  to  provide 
a  body  of  night  watchmen  for  the  protec- 
tion of  their  warehouses.    Providing  nothing 
themselves   for  the  increasing    risks    to  life 
and  property,    the  police  are  unwilling   to 
permit   the   law-abiding   citizen  to    protect 
himseh,    even   when  his  life   is  threatened. 
Burglars,  capoeuas,    every   olisolflerly  char- 
acter  in  the   street,  can    carry  knives   with 
impunity,    anil    hardly  a    day    passes    but 
someone  gets  a  cut ;  but  the  quiet  citizen 
must  neiriier  carry  a  revolver,  nor  keep  one 
at  his  i-liice  or  in  his  house  I     What  kind 
of  a   criminal  law    is  it    which  permits   the 
disorderly  and  dangerous  elements  of  society 
to  go  armed,  while  forbidding  their  victims 
to  raise  a  hand  in  their  own  defense  ?    With 
a    footpad  before    him,  or  a    burglar  m    his 
room,    well  armed,  is  a  man  likely  to  take 
the   risk    of     "blowing   a    whistle    lor   the 
police,"    as   the  chief  of   police   advised  a 
threatened  man   to  do   Uie  other  day  ,'    A 
revolver   would  settle  the  question  at  once, 
and  would  teach  criminals  that  their  assaults 
carried    risk    to    themselves,    as  well  as  to 
their  victims.     We  are  not  advocates  of  die 
indiscriminate  carrying  and  use  of  firearms, 
but  where    a  man's    life    or    property   is 
endangered    we  believe   tliat  he   should  be 
permitted  to  use  the  most  cft'ective  weapon 
obtainable  for  its  protection. 
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As   we  are   again  approaching  the  expir- 
ation of  the  lime  for  exchanging  the  called-in 
treasury  notes  without  discount,  it  is  oppor- 
tune perhaps  to  ask  the  minister  ol  finance 
if  some    belter  means  can   not  be  ilevised 
for  the  reception  of  these  notes.     There  is 
endless  trouble  and  aumryance  everywhere, 
and   particularly   for  busy  people,   or  people 
who  mav  happen  to  have  but  one  pr  two 
notes.     As  it  is  nobody's  business  lo|resent 
these  notes  for  redemption  but  the  »"'=''>' 
individual  who  may  happen  to  h«:diem 
at  the  last  moment,   they  conunue  ijcircu- 
latlon  up  to  the  last  few  (lays,  wheiffo  one 
cares  to  receive  them ,     Then,  too,  thl^re  are 
a  great  many  questionable  practiceS^n  con- 
nection   with  them  which  ought  to  be  rem- 
edied.    Up  to  the  very  last  moment  before 
the  time  was  extended  in  December  last  the 
postoftke,   which   is    situated   in  the   S'tme 
building   with  the  redemption  offices,   paid 
out    these  called-in   notes  as  change.     No 


The  alarming  increase  of  crime   in  this 
city,  or,  perhaps  more  correctly,  die  changes 
for  the  worse  in  the  character  ol  the  crimes 
committed  against  property,  can  not  fail  to 
attract  serious  apprehensions  among  law- 
abiding  citizens.     The  real   state  of  affairs 
in   this   respect   is  in  reality   mnch  worse 
than  it  appears.    If  the  police  administration 
ol  die  city  and  the  efi'ectiveness  of  the  courts 
had  undergone  equal  changes  for  the  better, 
there  might  then   be  no   cause  for  alarm, 
but  this  has  not  been  the  case.     The  city  is 
inadequately  policed,  both  in  the  matter  of 
numbers  and  in   that  of  vigilance.     It  too 
frequently  occurs   that  wherever   a  crime  is 
committed  the   police  are   conspicuous  for 
their  absence.and  even  when  called  they  are 
too  far  away  to  render  effectual  assistance 
When    a,  murder    was    committed    in  S. 
Christovio  not  long  ago  by  some  burglars, 
it  took  about  an  hour  to  summon  a  police- 
man to  the  spot.    Recently  it  appears  that 
anticipated  political  troubles  has  led  to  the 
massing  ot  all  the   available  police  force 
possible  at  the  stations,    leaving  the  streets 
in  great  part  almost  wholly  without  patrols. 
.ind  this  lack  of  policemen  is  so'  marked 
that  three  successive  robberies  of  persons  in 
the  public  street  in  the  Cattete  district  have 


The  decision   of  the  jury  acquitting  the 
paying  teller  of  the  English  Bank,  Ignacio 
Marques   de  Gouveia,    from  the   charge  of 
embezzlement   was  not  at  all   unexpected, 
not  because  there  exists  the  slightest  doubt 
of  his    guilt,   but  simply  because  it    was 
believed    that   sympathy   for  a   man  in  his 
position  and    prejudice  against    the  pros- 
ecutors, wdio  happen  to  be  foreigners,  would 
operate  in  his  favor.     There  is,  we  repeat, 
not    the  slightest   doubt  of   his  guilt.     The 
money   under  his  care  had  been  tampered 
with  so  trs  to  preserve  the  right  number^of 
packages,  each  one  short  of  the  customary 
amount,  and  no  one  but  himself  could  have 
done  it     A    careful  examination  of  these 
packages    showed  that   248,o84$i8o  were 
missing,  for  which  no  one  but  himseh  could 
be    responsible.     On    the    day   when   the 
examiners  were  to  count  the  cash,  Gouveia 
did  not  come  to  the  bank  nor  could  he  be 
found.     Were   he  innocent,    he  would  not 
have  known  of  the  missing  cash  and  would 
have  had  no  incentive  for  running  away  and 
hiding  himself.     And  he  managed  to  keep 
out  of  sight  for  weeks.     As  he  kept  the  key 
to  his  cash  box,  it  was  necessary  to  break  it 
open  so  that  its  contents  could  be  C(([inted. 
And  in  this  the  manager  of  the  bank  made  a 
technic.i  mistake  which   has  unjustly  been 
permitted    to    prejudice    the    case    ajainst 
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him,     The  law  requires  that  every  such  act 
must  be  made  in  the  presence  of  competent 
police  officials,  but  as  the  manager  of  the 
bank  suspected  no   defalcation  at  the  time 
the  cash  box   was  opened   he  simply  called 
in  other  employ&  of  the  bank  as  witnesses. 
But,    by  what   distortion  ol   law,  justice,  or 
reason,   can  this  failure  to   comply   with  a 
mere  formality  be  urged  in  favor  of  Gou- 
veia's  acquittal .'     If  the   manager  of  the 
bank   failed   to  comply   with  the  law   in 
opening  Gouveia's  cash  box,  then  he  alone 
is  responsible   for  that  act  ;  but  Gouveia  is 
still  responsible  lor  the  embezzlement  just 
the  same  as  though  the  cash  box  had  .been 
properly  opened.     Through  this  error,  and 
the    almost    unsupported    denials    of    the 
prisoner  on   every   count,  the  jury  acquit 
him  I    He  produces  a  physician  who  swears 
to  his  statement   that  he  did   not  go  to  the 
bank  and  did  not  communicate  with   the 
manager,   because  he  was    seriously    ill; 
and  yet  no  one  dreams  of  holding  this  phys- 
ician responsible   for  failure  to  inform  the 
police  where   the  guilty   man  was  hiding  ! 
It  he  could  assist  in  concealing  an  embez- 
zler for  a  number  of  weeks,  his  testimony 
should  certainly    be  received   with    many 
grains  of  allowance.    And  yet,  the  sweeping 
denials  of  the  prisoner  and  the  testimony  of 
the  man  who  professes  to  have  kept  him  in 
concealmeiu,    weigh  more  with  a  jury  in 
this  city  than  the  tesliniony  ol  a  number  of 
reputable  fo'reigfters  who  had  nothing  what- 
ever to  gain  from  swearing  falsely.     There 
is  no  question   whatever  as   to  the  miscar- 
riage of  justice  in   diis  case,  nor  is  there 
any    doubt    in    our   own    mind    that   the 
prejudice  against  foreigners  is  very  largely 
the  cause  for  il.     If  this  is  to  be  the  course 
of  Brazilian  justice  when    men  ol   social 
position  and  foreigners  are  concerned,  then 
the  only  recourse  left  to  the  latter  is  never 
to  employ    a   Brazilian    in   a  responsible 
position.     Business  men  can  not  afford  to 
take  risks  in  cases  where  the  law  and  the 
jury  are  so  much  against  them,  nor  in  cases 
where  a    man's  social    position.   Ills    family 
and    influential    friends    are    all    used    to 
protect  him  from  the  consequences  of  dis- 
honesty.    We  can  not  change  the  laws  of 
the  country,  nor  its  customs,   but  we   can 
avoid  the  occasion  for  appealing  in  vain  to 
them  for  protection.     Then  there  is  another 
point  which  deserves  serious  attention.     If 
the   /«VM("J  report  of  the    trial  be  correct, 
the  counsel  for  the  defense  were  permitted 
to   tell  the  jury  that    "there  had    been  ai 
delalcation  iu  thi:  bank"  for  which  "it  was 
necessary  to  choose  a  responsible   party," 
and  "Sr.  Gouveia,  one  of  the  lew  Brazilians 
there,  was  chosen."    In  view  of  the   fact 
that  there  was  not  a  particle  of  testimony  on 
this  point,  these  stateinents— made  by  both 
lawyers— should    not  have  been  permitted, 
and  once  permitted  should   he  made  the 
basis    for  a    prosecution.      A    lawyer    is 
no  more  privileged  to  slander  than  any  one 
else.       Such    insinuations    as    these,     and 
such  appeals  to  the  prejudices  of  the  jury  as 
that  of  reminding  them  of  the  reward  offered 
for  the  prisoner's  capture,  which  Senator 
Ignacio  Martins  characterized  as    "a   dis- 
respect to  our  laws,  an  injury  to  the  accused 
and  an  affront  to  our  nationality,"  all  seem 
to  have  had  the  desired  effect.     The  whole 
defense  was  an  appeal  to  national  prejudice 
—  and  whoever  heard  of  such  an  appeal 
being  made  in  vain  in  Brazil  .'    Laws  to  be 
proud  of  are  these  which  can  be  offended 
by  the  offer  of  a  reward  lor  the  capture  of  a 
defaulter,  when  they  permit  a  prime  min- 
ister to  offer   money  and    freedom  to  slaves 
for  testimony  against  persons  supposed  to 
set  fire  to  the  Campos  cane  fields  I    And  a 
natiotffflity  to   be  proud   of  certainly  which 
is  affronted  by  the  prosecudon  of  big  thieves 
while  leaving  the  litde  ones  to  suffer  dispro- 
porlftnate  penalties  for  their  crimes  !     Ami 
an  enjoyable  state  of  society  surely,  when 


all  the  foreigners  are  driven  out— except 
the  liemi-iimide—mA  the  upper  classes  are 
composed  ol  such  men  as  the  Pernambuco 
ex-treasurer,  the  Caixa  da  Amortiza95o 
ex-treasurer,  the  Banco  do  Brazil  ex-teller, 
the  English  Bank  ex-teller,  the  Integridade 
ex-director,  and  a  multitude  of  others 
equally  respectable  I 


THE  COFFEE  MARKET. 
The  stagnation  in  our  coffee  market  since 
the  first  part  of  the  current  month  aiising 
from  the  stubbornness  of  holders  and  the 
determination  of  exporters  not  to  submit 
to  the  impositions  of  these  holders,  has 
resulted  in  the  accumulation  of  a  very  large 
stock  here,  and  this  by  its  own  weight  alone 
leads  to  a  belief  that  holders  must  give 
wav. 

A  reaction  was  to  be  counted  upon  after 
the  entirely  too  rapid  advance  in  our  market 
in  January,  for  the  satisfactory  prices  then 
ruling  were  certain  to  stimulate  planters  to 
exert  every  effort  to  market  their  coffees, 
and  the  result  of  these  exertions  has  been 
seen  during  this  month. 

At  the  same  time  exporters  should  not 
forget  that  the  statistical  position  is  not 
materially  changed;  stocks  in  consuming 
countries  are  not  excessive,  nor  are  prices 
there  extravagantly  high,  and  the  necessities 
of  these  markets  will  sooner  or  later  oblige 
them  to  replenish  their  stocks,  so  that  it 
seems  probable  that  simultaneous  opera- 
tions here  may  steady  our  market,  or  even 
hy  reducing  our  stock,  again  lead  to  higher 
prices. 

Receipts  are  already  showing  some  de- 
crease, which  probably  arises  Irom  planters 
following  advices  hence,  that  they  should 
restrict  Uieir  remittances,  pending  some 
movement  in  our  market. 

That  Rio  can  without  discomfort  carry  a 
stock  of  400,000  bags  ol  coffee  seems  to 
us  impossible,  and  mote  especially  at  this 
particular  occasion,  when  discounts  are 
ditlicult  to  negotiate  at  10  to  12  percent, 
per  annum.  For  this  rea.son  a  decline 
seems  inevitable  from,  as  we  have  above 
said,  the  weight  of  the  stock. 

A  moderate  decline  by  slimulating  bus- 
iness would  relieve  the  market  and  a  more 
legitimate  movement  would  ensue,  but  if 
dealers  continue  to  show  their  stubborn 
belief  that  exporters  are  in  a  corner  and 
must  ultimately  submit  to  their  views,  we 
can  see  no  hopes  of  a  revival  of  business, 
until  exchange  so  far  gives  way  that  gold 
limits  become  available  through  this,  or 
actual  famine  forces  consumers  into  the 
market,  pending  which  our  stock  will  have 
increased  to  an  utterly  unmanageable  quan- 
tity. We  are  not  sanguine  of  any  very 
great  decline  here.  A  moderate  one  would 
probably  suffice  to  open  the  market  and 
this  decline  it  seems  to  us  must  and  will  be 
seen  ere  another  lortnight  has  passed, 


THE  FLOUR  MILL  QUESTION. 
We  have  felt  very  much  disinclined  to 
discuss  this  question  further,  and  should  not 
do  so  had  not  Mr.  Gianelli's communication, 
in  our  last  issue,  introduced  so  much  of 
the  personal  element.  Whether  in  this 
enterprise,  or  in  any  other,  there  is  and  has 
been  no  personal  bias  whatever  on  our 
part.  We  have  endeavored  to  discuss  these 
questions  on  general  principles,  in  which 
are  considered  the  interests  ol  investors  and 
of  the  country.  If  our  statements  and 
deductions  are  not  favorable  to  the  en- 
terprises discussed,  then  it  should  be  proved, 
not  that  we  are  prejudiced  against  individuals 
or  the  country,  but  that  our  information  is 
at  fault  and  our  reasoning  wrong,  or  else  it 
must  be  admitted  that  we  are  correct. 

In  seeking  to  demonstrate  that  a  business 
man  may  not  be  a  "scientist"  and  still  be 
able  10  initiate  and  carry  on  enierprises  ol 
this  character,  -Mr.  Gianelli'is  in  one  sense 


right.  A  business  man  may  know  nothing 
whatever  ol  the  .science  ot  political  economy, 
in  fact  may  never  have  seen  a  book  on 
that  subject.  And  yet,  he  may  be  just  as 
scientific  in  his  methods  and  principles, 
just  as  exact  in  his  application  of  economic 
principles,  as  the  most  learned  of  political 
economists.  After  all,  political  economy  is 
nothing  more  than  the  reduction  of  sound 
business  methods  to  terms  and  classification. 
Political  economy  does  not  teach  us  to 
manufacture  Hour  where  there  are  no  wheal, 
coal  and  manulacluring  lacilities,  nor  does 
common  sense.  Mr.  Gianelli's  "rule  of 
thumb"  may  do  very  well  in  small  undertak- 
ings where  the  elements  of  risk  are  few  and 
simple.  But  when  he  reasons :— So  many 
tons  of  wheat  and  of  coal  cost  so  much, 
and  so  much  Hour  is  produced  which, 
when  sold,  yields  so  much  ;  therefore,  the 
result  is  a  profit  of  30  per  cent.— we  have 
good  grounds  lor  denying  the  result  and 
insisting  that  the  factors  used  have  not  been 
correctly  taken,  llore  than  that,  the  problem 
is  not  wholly  a  mathematical  one,  for  which 
reason  tlie  investor  is  bound  to  consider 
factors  outside  the  figures  given,  and  it  is  to 
these  we  have  chiefly  directed  attention. 

In  relation  to  our  motives  in  this  discus- 
sion, !Vlr.  (iianelli  is  so  clearly  wrong  that 
were  it  not  lor  the  fad  that  personal  motives 
are  always  ascribed    to    everything  that    a 
journalisl  may    say,  we    should   lake   no 
notice  of  it  whatever.     What  a  "free  press'' 
"distinguished  people,"  "spirited  race"  and 
"ingratitude  to  a  country  in  which  we  are 
all  makin,!;  a  living,''   has  to  do  with   the 
question  we   can   not   imagine  !     Perhaps 
Mr.    Giauclli    wishes     to    infer    that    we 
deliberalcly  allack  these  enierprises  in  order 
10  injure  llie  country     Does  he  take  us  for 
lools,    that    we    should    deliberately    burn 
ilown  the  house  which  is  giving  us  shelter .' 
And  on  wliat  grounds  can  he  call  it  "ingrat- 
itude"   when    we    criticise    questions    of 
common  interest  iu  Brazil  .'     Would  it  be 
"iugratilude"  I'or  a  traveller  to   criticise  his 
hotel-hill  .'    This   ciunmon    assertion   diat 
we  are    "guests"   iu   Ilrazil  and  must  not 
therefore   criticise,    is   all    wrong.     We  are 
not  "guests,''  but  residents.     The  taxes  we 
pay  are  the  innkeeper's  charges,  and  when 
the  bill  does  not  suit  us  we  complain. 

Then  in  regard  to  his  charge  that  we 
have  admitted  an  "anonymous  scribbler" 
to  our  columns,  does  Mr.  Gianelli  think 
that  this  meets  the  ijuestions  raised  .'  And 
hoiv  does  he  make  out  that  this  com- 
munication is  inconsistent  with  what  we 
have  advocated  .'  We  have  criticised  the 
lata  lit ft:ro,i\v\  v\\z piiblkafiies  de  fatido 
oi  the  native  press,  and  the  facilities  afforded 
by  them  for  defamation,  but  when  a  res- 
pectable gentleman  sends  us  a  communica- 
tion on  a  question  of  general  interest,  are  we 
inconsistent  when  we  print  it  without  his 
name  ?  If  Mr.  Gianelli  proposes  to  throw 
Hour  in  Ihe  eyes  of  the  public  in  this  way, 
he  will  require  at  least  Iwo  mills. 

On  tile  general  question  of  national 
manufactures  we  shall  have  something 
further  to  say,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  print 
the  opinions  of  every  party  interested, 
whether  he  chooses  to  publish  his  name, 
or  not.

Perhaps  Ihc  food  does  n't 
suit  them,  or  tlie  jailer  in  not  ns  respcclfiil  as  lie 
Khould  be. 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  Franca,  S.  Taulo, 
is  about  to  acquire  a  luxurious  book  (/iviv  luxiioso) 
10  register  the  emancipations  there.  Better  buy  a 
ream  of  paper  and  devote  tlie  surplus  to  llie  eman- 
cipations. 

—The  Centro  Abolicioiiista  of  Porto  AlcKfe, 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  is  proposing  to  inaugurate  a 
popular  subscription  for  the  liberation  nf  all  tlie 
slaves  in  that  province,  wliicli  it  is  thought  do  not 
exceed  10,000. 

—A  telegram  Irom  i'ara  dated  tlic  Ujth  stales 
that  there  was  a  serious  encounter  in  that  city  on 
the  night  of  the  iSlh  between  police  and  soldiers 
of  the  line,  resulting  in  the  wounding  of  eight  of 
the  combatants,  one  of  ibem  mortally. 

— Uarao  de  Cotegipe's  blood-money  circular  seems 
to  have  produced  effects.  There  have  been  eman- 
cipations of  some  400  slaves  in  tlie  Campos  dis- 
trict since  the  circular  was  current.  The  frcedmcn 
are  to  serve  for  3  to  5  years. 

—The  police  of  Sao  Pauhi  are  taking  a  census  of 
llie  corticos  of  that  city,  and  are  requiring  all  sus- 
picious characters  to  give  an  account  o(  themselves. 
In  Uio,  however,  the  police  are  guarding  the  gov- 
ernment, while  the  had  characters  arc  compelling 
honest  citizens  to  toe  the  mark. 

—The  bill  presented  to  the  province  ol  Sao 
Paulo  for  tlie  passages  of  the  immigrants  brought 
on  the  German  steamer  Hannover,  wlio  were  land- 
ed at  Santos  on  the  24th  nil.,  amounts  to  45,320!. 
It  appears  that  the  authorities  have  incurred  a 
sonuiwhat  larger  obligation  than  they  calculated 
u]>or. 

—The  Cojieio  Paiilistaiio  of  the  iSth  notices  a 
telegram  received  by  Ihe  provincial  president  the 
preceding  day  advising  \\\m  that  the  telegraph  wire 
and  ballast  train  had  arrived  at  "this  city"— but 
tlie  t,p/-'c/^  forgets  to  mention  what  city  is  meant.

-Thieves  I'litcrcd  the  parish  cliurch  at  Diainan- 
lina,  Minas  (.ieracs,  recently  and  stole  Our  Lady 
of  the  Conception's  crown,  and  the  gold  scales 
used  by  St.  iVIichael  for  weighing  souls.  It  is  to 
be  feaved  that  some  Minas  politician  is  co  .erned 
in  this  matter,  as  St.  Michael  is  no  longer  considered 
to  be  as  friendly  lo  tliem  as  in  days  of  yore. 

—'\'\\E  Provimia  do  Rio  ik  y/i/ifiio  ol  the  istli. 
says  0  Paiz,  stales  that  the  president  of  the  coun- 
cil was  not  well  pleased  that  the  chief  of  police 
ictnrncd  from  his  investigation  of  the  fires  in  the 
cane  fields  near  Campos  without  having  expended 
some  of  the  fund  placed  at  his  disposition  lor  brib- 
inii;  witnesses,  and  the  chief  will  probably  resign. 

—The  Diar'io  Popiilay  of  Sao  Paulo  is  advising 
the  Santos  customs  officials  to  keep  their  eyes  open, 
ijecause  it  is  reported  that  the  poor  Italian  immi- 
grants are  bringing  out  some  very  cheap  goods 
which  they  will  sell  in  the  province.  "Cheap 
goods"  is  a  great  bugbear  to  some  peojdc,  and  in 
the  hands  of  the  potir  immigrant  llicy  can  not  fail 
to  be  reall^  dangerous. 

--"liie  number  of  immigrants  arriving  at  the 
Sao  Paulo  hospdihuia  in  January  was  2,094.  "f 
which  914  were  iialians,  555  Porluguesc,  432 
Danes,  115  Belgians,  and  the  remainder  ol  diverse 
nntionalties.

—The  judicial  authorities  nf  Campos  recently 
freed  two  slaves,  but  the  former  master  induced 
them  to  accompany  him  to  liio  with  the  intention, 
it  is  charged,  of  selling  them.  The  Campos  autli- 
orities  telegraphed  the  Rio  police,  who  apprehend- 
ed the  master  together  with  the  freedmen  on  Ihe 
19th,  when  they  arrived  in  our  port.

—On  tlie  17th  357  Italian  immigrants  were  sent 
bom  Sao  Paulo  for  Ribeirao  Preto.  On  arriving 
at  Campinas  it  was  fouml  that  the  Mogyana 
company  had  not  been  advised  of  their  coming  and 
could  not  carry  litem  on  the  regular  passenger 
train.  A  special  train  was  afterwards  made  up  ol; 
one  passenger  car  and  several  fright  cars,  on  which 
all  but  45  left  for  their  destination. 

—The  attempted  suppression  ol  the  Piracicaha 
Proteslant  scliool  by  the  Sao  Paulo  provincial 
aulhorilics  was  brought  up  in  the  provincial  as- 
sembly on  the  i7di  by  Dr.  Raiigel  Peslanha,  who 
denounced  the  attempt  and  .irgiied  that  it  was 
illegal  because  ihe  re^^nhmmtos  under  which  it 
was  made  are  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  laws  for 
which  they  were  framed. 

—  Public  education  in  Cearii  seems  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory condition.  The  amount  appropriated 
for  the  current  year  15234,353$  and  there  seems 
most  criminal  lacility  in  its  distribution.  An  ex- 
president  stated  that  in  1S74  the  attendance  at  the 
schools  was  one  per  cent,  of  the  population  and 
the  cost  was  l8$227  per  scholar;  ini8S4theat. 
tendance  had  decreased  lo  .8  percent,  while  the 
cost   had    increased    to    27$S6i    per  scholar. 

—The  lotal  expense  to  the  province  0!  S.  Paulo 
of  the  immigianls  which  recently  arrived  on  the 
I  French  packet  Bouigogne—'j'j'^  out  of  the  Sio 
being  eutilleil  to  passages  at  the  cost  of  the  prov- 
ince—-was  47,74S$750.  /riie  average  cost  of  pas- 
sage was  Iheretoie  6l$(ili,  which  is  certainly  fully 
as  low  as  the  average  cost  of  passaj;e  to  the 
United  States,  if  not  lower,  taking  the  difference 
(if  lime  into  cousidcration.  Among  the  810  ar- 
rivals by  the  Inmi^oi^iie  were  294  children  under 
12  years. 

--The  jiresidcnt  of  the  province  of  Espirito 
Santo,  in  a  dispatch  to  the  prime  minister,  states 
that  in  the  fiscal  year  1876-77  the  provincial 
receipts  were  360,357$  and  expenses  339,512$, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  20,845$,  and  the  funded  and 
lloatingdebt  was  30,000$  at  8  and  17,000$  at  6 
per  cent.
